Prsaidant Gsorge Meany and 24 othar membars of ths Kxecutlva 
Counoil. Hoffa flled ths suit In Datrolt. His lasyar ln thls 
oasa la BI11Ina Bufallno, sho doublas alao as presldent of 
Taanatsrs Łooal No. 98S. Tha lattar sas tha Teansters-dsslg- 
natad nonltsr durlng ths phass-out days of tha Board of Moni¬ 
tora. 

Hoffa ln his suit ohargas that AFŁ-CIO la trylng to steal 
Tsanstsra msmbars. In ths U.S. Dlstrlot Court ln Detroit, 
Hoffa ohargas that tha AFŁ-CIO laadars through *thelr spokes- 
man, Goorgo Maany. have nalioloualy launohed a vlolous, cal- 
eulatad and oallouasd attack* upon tha Taamsters and thalr 
prasldant. Maany la charged alth *playlng tha rola of a labor- 
anlpar, alth anglnsarlng a plan to B tear asay at* tha Tean- 
atars bynaklng *falss, nallolous and aloksd chargas, alth his 
obJeotlve b»lng to lis and stoal asay* Tsan3tsra membsra. 

Tha suit sas based on statenents attrlbuted to Mr. Maany 
aftar tha AFŁ-CIO Exeoutlve Counoil votąd dosn tha Qulll pro- 
posal to re*adnlt tha Teansters and announced thalr daolslon 
to support 1 -nstars looal sho had voted to qult tha Hoffa-led 
International. The Hoffa-led Teansters sere expelled fron tha 
AFŁ-CIO on eharges of oorruptlon—ohargea shlch Hoffa dld 
not ognsldar llbelous enough to lnstlgate a suit. 

MIARY OUOTKD: Tao partloular statenents by Mr. Meany sere nen- 
tloned ln tha suit. One ąuoted hln as saylng ln Nas York 
City on Ootober 10: *There ls every lndlcatlon that tha (Tean- 
atars) unlon ls nora than ever nos undar tha Influence of 
erlnlnal and oorrupt elements.* 

Tha other statenont ąuoted Mr. Meany as saylng tha next 
day. shan asked shether taklng ln branohes of tha Teansters 
Union lnto tha AFŁ-CIO aftsr they spllt slth Mr. Hoffa's unlon 
*nlght lead to a head-bustlng era* betseen tha tso unlons: 
*1 don't really knos. Be don't go ln for head-bustlng. You'11 
have to ask Mr. Hoffa about that.* 

AIso neutloned ln tha suit as false ls a statenent by Mr. 
Maany thnt tha AFŁ-CIO already has appllcatlon fron about 100 
Teansters lotal unlons to joln lt. Mr. Meany, tha suit sald, 
saa authorimd to say thls to encourage Teansters looals to 
qult Mr. Hoffa's unlon ao tha AFŁ-CIO oould *rald* tha Tean- 
atars. 

All thasa statenente, tha ault ohargad, *are slandarous, 
llbelous and defanatory* and *ara falsa frnudulant and un- 
trua.*

HOFFA CKARGKS DAMAGKS: As a rasult of Mr. Manny'a attaoks, 
ths suit added, rwputatlons of Mr. Hoffa and the Team- 
atsra hawe baen daaagad and thelr standlng ln tha labor move- 
asnt ssrlously affacted. Tha Taaastars ara threatanad aith a 
aarloua loss of ■aabershlp, lt sald. and Mr. Hoffa la faoed 
alth a loss of tha confidence of Taaastars Union oenbers. 

«XICUTIVI COUMCIL MKMBKRS MAMIŁ): AU tha AFL-CIO offlolals 
naaad ars msabera of lts exeoutlve counoil. Ho*avar. not 
all aeabars of ths counoil wara naaad. The exceptions lnolude 
Maltar P. Rsuthar, prasldant of tha United Auto Workars Union ; 
Dawid McDonald, United Steel Workars prasldant; A. Philip 
Randolph, haad of ths Brotharhood of Sleeping Car Porters, and 
Wllllaa McFetrldge, prasldant eaerltus of the Bulldlng Serv- 
ice Kaployas Union. 

Rauthar eas absent froa the Ixauutlve Counoil oeatlng 
bacause of negotlatlons in Detroit. McDonald, McFetrldge and 
Randolph wotad for readaisslon of the Hoffa-led Taaa3tars ln- 
to tha AFL-CIO or against tha adalsslon of the secedlng Taan- 
atsra locals to tha AFL-CIO. 

Strangely enough, also naaad ln the suit by Hoffa was 
Joseph Curran. Matlonal Marltlae Union prasldant, who votad 
for tha readaisslon of tha Taaastars and was probably the most 
wocal ln behalf of tha Taaastars and who strenuously opposad 
allowlng tha secedlng Taaastars locals to coae lnto tha AFL- 
CIO. 

Hoffa also lncluded in his suit the naae of Carpanters 
prasldant J. Maurlce Hutcheson, eho was not present at the 
Kxecutlwe Counoil meetlng, and Charles McGowan deceased pras¬ 
ldant of tha Bolleraakers Union. 

HOFFA MAKIS IT A FIRST: Thls suit by Hoffa ls alaost surely 
tha first suit of lts kind ln labor chronicles. That is 
tha opinion of leadlng labor hlstorlans who have cudgled thelr 
bralns for another such suit. One racallod that AFL Prasldant 
Saauel Ooapars was called all kinds of thlngs ln his cnreer, 
and thare wara all aorta of interchanges aaong International 
presidents, but a suit never resultad. For exaaple, nearly 
fifty yaars ago, Duncan McDonald assaulted Goapers person- 
ally and blttarly, and ln such teras, that lt becaoa a shocklng 
experienoe even for tha United Mina Workars ln convention as- 
esabled. Mo suit resultad. 

Ona conaent froa the AFL-CIO was : • J Inay can dish lt out, 
but ho can't taka.* Manny's raaction was: 'Aauslng.• 

STRAJiGI COMPAMIOMS: Thls ls a story of strange coopanlons— 
Dawid J. McDonald, prasldant of tha Stool Workars, and 
Phll Melas of Cleweland, once descrlbed by Robert F. Kennedy 
aa *foraaost* ln tha country’8 racketeerlng coanunlty. Thls 
rolatlonship has baon go Ing on for aany yaars. Soae frlends 
of Mr. McDonald, and aiore partlcularly of the Steel Workars 
Ublon, had hopad that tha McDonald-Welss relations had baan 
aut off, and that Mr. Weiss had fadad lnto the shadows. Un- 
fortunataly, tfoat la not ths casa.

I am golnę to raport about ona ot 
tha magnlflcent man of tha fraa world 
A man namad Paul Hartz. Ha dlad a 
faw days ago at his post In Wasi 
Berlin, whera hu had baen Sanator 
In charge of Economy and Credit. 
Such a tliła can tali Ilttle of the pas- 
stonata wisdom tha dedlcatad eoul. 
and the relantlass pradlcality whlch 
ara summed up ln tha llfa and deeds 
ot my frlend Paul Hartz. 

Tha first tlme I met Paul was on 
a shlp whlch brought hlm hera from 
Eurote late In the 1930's. He cama 
as an aztlo from Hitler s Germany. 
Ha was among Ihe first lo be marked 
for spadał attentton by the Nazl 
reglma— a profound compllment pald 
to tha uncompromlslng enemles of 
totalltarlanlsm He had baen one ot 
the most percepllve ot tha Soctal 
Democrats. Ha was Corning to America 
under tha ausptces of a group of 
American labor and liberał leadera, 
who had lolned forces to glve ald to 
lhoaa who would not glva up on 
thelr determtnatlon to make plans lor 
tha ellmlnatlon of Mr. Hitler, and for 
the constructton ot a democrattc Ger¬ 
many As a newspapar man, I fre- 
quenlly would go down tha harbor 
at pre-dawn lo maet the shlps and 
lnlervław soma of tha men and women 
who had (lad lhe cłutches of dtctator 
ship At that ttme thare were better 
known azllas than Paul Hartz, but 
nona ot them carrted thair talants 
wlth as much modesty and qulet as- 
surance as thls man who became my 
friond 

He qutckly went to work for tha 
causa ot freedom—ln his mouth, 
words llke freedom and democracy, 
and parsonal dlgntty—whlch soma- 
11 mas ara uaad too looealy—brought 
a keener meanlng Thay transmltted a 
message ot high vo!tage whlch lit 
up man s mlnds and powared thair 
will. Whan Httlar was flnalty top- 
plad. Dr Hertz told ma one day 
that the reconstructlon ot a new Ger¬ 
many belonged ln tha hands of 
younger man, who wera not encum 
be red wlth tha habtts of tha past. Such 
an Idea was not a slmpłe matter lo 
azprass. His longing lo return and

REAPPEARAHCE: Who la Mr. Weiss? Ho olałaś not only the frlend- 
ahip of the Steel Workers' president, but also of Teaa- 
sters president, James R. Hoffa. The MoClellan oommlttee rec- 
ords reveal that Mr. Weiss eas oharged elth belng the fixer ln 
any number of altuatlona, lnoludlng the arrangeaent of Team¬ 
sters' oontraots for Jlaay Hoffa ln Nee York and other plaoes. 

A fee eeeks ago, Mr. Weiss reappeared ln the Washington 
offloe of the United Steel Workers—the eeek the unlon’s ex- 
ecutlve board eas ln session. Durlng one of the seeslons, the 
aotlon ans movefl and oarrled that tho Steel Workers Union 
should support the re-entry of the Hoffa-led Teamsters lnto 
the AFL-CIO. The aotlon eas then amended to glve the offloers 
of the unlon the dlscretlon ln the matter. The next eeek at 
the APL-C10 Executlve Councll meet Ing, Davld J. McDonald eas 
one of the three out of 27 eho voted to support Mlohael (Julii’s 
aotlon to re-admit the Teamsters. Later, Mr. McDonald ex- 
plained that he eas oonfused, that he had thought the aotlon 
eould hava preoluded any further dlsousslon of the Teamsters* 
problem. 

CUR10US COINCIDENCE: Mr. McDonald mlght lndeed have been oon¬ 
fused. But ehat dlsturbs key trade unlon leaders ls thaf 
Phll Weiss, a professlonal dealer ln the blaok arts of oonfu 
alon, eas very much ln evidenoe ln the Commodore hotel, ehere 
the Executive Councll eas meeting. Mr. Weiss has his suitę at 
another hotel ln Nee York, as does Mr. McDonald. 

KENNEDY *S OUESTIONS: The folloslng ąuestlons asked by Rob¬ 
ert F. Kennedy, then chief oounsel, are based on testl- 
mony before the MoClellan oommlttee or on evldence ln the oom¬ 
mlttee file:

The AFL-CIO action is etjual and opposite to that ;ui- 
nounotd by Hoffa at his convontion last July whon ho an- 
ncunced that the Teactsters intended to organiuo and issuo 
chartors to any locnl that was dissatisfied with its affilia- 
tion, no r.atter where and how affiliated. The AFL-CIO is roaay 
to weloocte trio dissatisfied in the Hoffa ranks. 

Tho vote on granting federal charters to .nnti-Hoffa 
Teausters was 4 to 2, with one absention. The two "noos* were 
Curran and UcFetridge. The absention was Joe Beime who said 
ł.e » ■ . "happy* with the council action, but that it didn't go 
far ■. .o .gh tut was a step in the right direction." 'Jltiantely, 
ho : oiievcs, "wo will have to come to the kind of organisntion 
that I propose." 

Tho Beirne’5 resolution for setting up an independent 
truck drivers organining committee was not taken up sińce the 
fedoral charter proposition was taken up first and passed. 

IIOFFA'3 KEACTIl Twelve hours later, Hoffa announced that 

r.e was suing George Meany for 51 atillion, a suit he rould 
file on Uonday, October 15. Ueany said this was tho funniest 
thing he over heard of. Hoffa says he will challenge Me any to 
specify rr.on he xcant by criminal elements. 

Hoffa apparently reacts automatically by rushing to the 
courts bccause he has been in then so much. The same day that 
the AFL-CIO announced that it would welcone Teamster elempnts, 
dis..:.tisfiod wita Hoffa, the Teamsters president was hit Ly 
.ano*.hor indictcent in Orlando, Florida—a rovival of the in- 
di.ctc.ent which was declarod defective because of faulty ;ury 
peuiol. 

HOFFA'S INDlOT.TrlNT: The Teamsters President was re-indicted 

with Robert E. McCarthy, Jr. , Detroit banking executive, 
on fr tu : charge:. invoiving the asserted misu3e of morę than 
5500,000 in union funds in the dovelopment of a "model city* 
in Hruvard County.

Ihere are soms yiewers-with-alarm .-.ho 
huffing and puffing to whip up an antl-labor and anti-Reuthor 
hurricans in tho sake of the latest auto negotiations.

They echo the linę that the auto sorkers’ presićent is 
getting too big and powerful and not giving his membershi? a 
chonce to be hoard. And then when the local leadership and the 
aan In the plant refuse to accept automatically the results 
of his mgotiations wlth aanagement, they charge Reuther vith 
failing to carry out his responsibility. 

They cuzm him one way or another. 

Such critics of Mr. Reuther becoae almost maudlin in their 
defonse of what they regard as the defensele3s public versus 
dooineering unions. This is rather stupid when it is not ridic- 
ulous. They seem to leave out the fact that Management cor- 
tainly in the auto industry, has become a highly sophisti- 
ci.ted body of sen, with keen minds and economic muscle, who 
know Just how far they can go in making a bargain—and they 
make certain their companies don’t suffer as a conseąuence.

Th* dissatisfaction with the presont State of the AFL¬ 
CIO will presuoably be discussed at the AFL-C10 General Board 
and Executive Council soetings in October. Somo will also be 
taken up in the convention of the Inćustrial Union Depart- 
aent, which Kr. Reuther heads. For the next six weeks, in- 
t*ns* preparation for the agenda will carry with lt the cer- 
tain knowledgo that unless the Industrial Union Department 
coses up with a progr.ia of action, many of the AFL-CI0 leaders 
assooiated in the department will diminish in the eyes of 
their aeatbership and the public. They will lose face, if not 
weight. 

TALK AND ACTION: Back in the middle 1930's, the United Mina 
Norkers, under John L. Lewis, deployed a large corps of 
•xp*rienced aan and a slzeable chunk of money, to enable labor 
to tak* advantage of the opportunities of the New Deal. With¬ 
out that kind of logistical help, FDR's magnetic volce and 
pr«s*nce could nev*r have created the Congress of Industrial 
Organization or stimulated the American Federation of Labor 
to start stoking its fires once agaia. Now, in tho early 
1960's, the potential growth of the union movement oust nec- 
•ssarily reflect the growth Industries of the nation and the 
pr*s*nc* of a growth Adninistration. But it is not enough to 
talk, as Reuther frequer.tly doe3, about "little men of little 
vision," without showing exactly how men inerease in stature 
and ioprove their outlook. This is what Mr. Reuther*s ćur- 
able friends and dour cr-tics are both saying. Outside of his 
own considarable union, is Reuther Just a gynnasium fighter?
